Those ba: ots, for better.or worse, are in ex- 
istence, They stand as mute witnesses to the 
honesty of Senator Stone’s quéstioned title to the 
senatorship.

Will he ask for a mandatory injunc- 
tion directing that the ballots be burned? 

No doubt it is-a pretty Ccnstitution, It was 
designed, as is usual with constitutions, to pre* 
vent wrong and promote justice. It will ‘be 
searched in vain for a provision, a suggestion or 
an implication to the effect that a Senator. may 
gain or hold offi¢e by fraud. In no article, sec- 
tion, line, sentence, phrase or word will be found 
commendation or permission for the doing of a 
fraudulent act. But in the eyes of a strict con- 
structionist, like William Joel Stone, its supreme 
virtue is that it forbids an act which would de- 
termine whether or not there was fraud, Sen- 
ator Stone yields to no man in the State in ob- 
sequious admiration of the Constitution. We bet 
he fawns on it at dawn and crawls before it at 
dusk. Still it doesn’t forbid the exposure of 
fraud. But Senator Stone, his allies and abettors 
insist that it does. We can imagine the indigna- 
tion with which the Constitution would resent 
such an imputation.

BRIBERY OR BLACKMAIL. 

Out of the hearings of the bribery investiga- 
tions before the New York Legislature, there has 
come the familiar plea of the bribe-giver that 
the bribery was virtually extorted as a species 
of blackmail. One of the reports of the’ trial 
states that the evident, intention of the wit- 
ness was to convince the public that “he would 
not have handled bribe money unless he and his 
business associates had been held up by legis- 
lators; and that bridge interests in the past had 
to choose between blackmail or ruin.” 

It appears from this testimony that’ the poli- 
ticiang at Albany, headed at one time by a 
speaker of the assembly, had for years conducted 
a systematic campaign against the treasury. of 
certain bridge companics, and that an annual 
tribute had to be paid for favorable legislation. 
Not until we learn what sort of legislation was 
desired and obtained, shall we be able to appraise 
accurately the value of that testimony. It is 
quite safe to assume, however, that the legisla- 
tion was of-a kind that did not accord with 
public interests. It has not yet come to pass 
in these United States that honest men engaged 
in honest business and seeking only honest fran- 
chises, have to pay blackmail. If certain rascals 
in the New York Legislature could hold up the 
bridge companies with impunity, it must have 
been that the corgpanies were seeking certain 
“privileges” which finder the forms of law would 
enable them to “hold up”’ the public. 

For a long time the people of the United 
States held politicians responsible for the cor- 
rupt practices of politics. But investigation after 
investigation has disclosed the trail of big busi- 
ness interest along every exposed jungle of fraud 
and wrong. It was so in San Francisco. It was 
so in the Sugar scandals. It was so in this good 
city of St. Louis. And always the plea of the 
business interest has been the same: “We did 
not give bribes; we were blackmailed.” 
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Vardaman got what was coming to him, but 
as he says he will come back for more, he evi- 
dently didn’t get enough of it:

A New York dealer in eggs declares the pre- 
vailing high prices are largely due to the Ameri- 
can distaste for anything reputed to be of second 
quality.

prime importance in the fight against conspira- 
ciés in restrafnt of trade. That it strikes at the 
heart of the so-called meat combine is shown 
by the fact that it embraces six great corpora- 
tions and 21 individual packers, including n:em- 
bers of the Armour, Swift and Morris families. 
These packers are indicted under the criminal 
Clause of the anti-trust law. They are liable 
to fine or imprisonment or both. 

The trial of. this notable case should deter- 
mine. whether or not there is a criminal con- 
spiracy to restrain trade and force up prices 
in the packing business and whether the criminal 
statute can be enforced against such a econ- 
spiracy. The conditions for a test of the law 
and the machinery of law enforcement are ideal. 
The process of obtaining and trying out ‘anti- 
monopoly measures is. slow, but sure. Gradu- 
ally the net is drawing around the monopolists, 
Each decision of the Supreme Court has moré 
clearly defined popular defenses against oppres- 
sion. The trusts are being driven into a cor- 
ner, It is not beyond the possibilities that this 
casé may destroy their last refuge.

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: GOLD AND TRUSTS. 

Prof, Norton of Yale is one of the political 
economists who attribute the rise in prices to the 
increased output of gold. He says: “Exactly ag 
the successive issues of greenbacks by our Gov- 
ernment during the Civil. War forced prices to 
higher and higher levels until finally commodi- 
ties sold at two and three-fold previous prices, so 
gold, ever increasing in production, produced a 
similar effect.” He adds: “Popular clamor seeks 
to fix responsibility upon trusts just as in Wash- 
ington’s day, a similar agitation resulted in laws 
against forestallers, whereas the trup cause lay 
in a depreciating continental currency.” 

We have here an illustration of how learned 
men ride their hobbies, not harmlessly from 
Tweedledum to Tweedledee, but dangerously from 
fact to fallacy. That thse increased ontput of gol 
has led to a decrease in its purchasing power 
is disputed only by those stalwart gold standard 
men who would fight rather than admit that the 
value of gold is fixed by the law of supply and

PERVERTED SENTIMENT. 

A bill has been presented to Congress to con- 
vert the wreck of the Maine in Havana harbor 
into a perpetual memorial. According to re-} 
ports, the measure provides that a cofferdam be 
constructed around the hulk, the water pumped 
out and some sort of monumental structure of an 
enduring character raised above it. The object 
of course is the sentimental one of fixing for ages 
the memory Of the Maine in the harbor where 
she was blown to pieces and engulfed. 

Sentiments of patriotism and of regard for 
heroic memories are noble in themselves, but like 
all other impulses of the human heart they are 
liable to perversion. In this case we have an ex- 
ample of such mistake. The wreck of the Maine 
encumbers the harbor of Havana. It is an inter- 
ference with shipping and an injury to the inter- 
ests of the city and its people. It has already 
been there too long. At the recent memorial 
service at the wreck, it was stated by Havana 
people that they hoped it would be the last. 

The Government of the United States should re- 
move the broken and wrecked hulk. Such bodies 
as are fourd within it should be brought home 
for honored burial in some national cemetery. 
Such monumental memorials as may be deemed 
necessary for the expression of patriotic senti- 
ment can be erected at Washington or at Ha- 
vana, Or in both places.

TO THE HIGHEST COURT. 
From the New York World. 

In granting The World’s request for an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court from Judge Hough's 
decision quashing the indictments in the Roosevelt- 
Panama libel case, President Taft has rendered 4 
most important service to the cause of political lib- 
erty. 

Either there is a Federal libel law or there is not. 
Either the 22,000 newspapers and periodicals published 
in this country are subject to criminal prosecution for 
alleged libel by the Federal authorities, or they are 
not. Either freedom of speech and of the press ex- 
ists at the pleasure of the President of the United 
States or it does not. These are questions that can 
be answered finally and authoritatively only by the 
Supreme Court. 

If there be a Federal libel law, then it becomes 
either the duty of Congress to repeal it, or of the 
President to enforce it rigidly, fearlessly and impar- 
tially, Mke any other criminal statute. 

. It may be that much of the harsh criticism that 
has been directed against Secretary Ballinger, Speak- 
er Cannon and Senator Aldrich is ‘in fact wholly 
and in form partly, a libel upon the United States 
Government.” We quote from Mr. Roosevélt’s spe- 


 Qlak message to Congress in The World case, It may 


be that the journalistic critics of these three: emi- 
nent statesmen ‘“‘should be prosecuted for libel by the 


} governmental authorities." 


It may be that some of the specific charges of the 
mannerin which tariff schedules have been manipu- 
lated and in which Government lands have been 
patented are attempts to convict the Government 
‘in the eyes of the civilized world of wrongdoing 
of the basest and foulest kind.” 

Such being the case, it would be the duty of the 
Attorney-General, if Mr. Roosevelt's theory of the law 
is sound, to demand indictments whenever it could 
be shown that a newspaper, a weekly periodical or 4 
magazine making such attacks had circulated upon @ 
Government reservation, of which there are 2809. 

In short, it would become the duty of the Presi- 
dent himself to determine what criticism of his ad- 
ministration, or of his subordinates or of his party 
should be permitted, and to employ all the tremen- 
dous power of his office to prosecute alleged political 
libels in as many “distinct and independent juris- 
dictions’ as possible. In a matter of this kind he 
heed not be guided too closely by the opinion of his 
legal advisers. It is enough if he himself deems an 
article libelous; for grand juries take their law from 
the District Attorney, who takes his law from the 
Attorney-General, who is subject to the direciion of 
the President. Even if juries refuse to convict, the 
President in most instances could impose the extra- 
legal penalties of bankruptcy and ruin upon the de- 
fendant by compelling the offending newspaper to pit 
its scanty resources against those of the United States 
Government. 

True, there would be little political freedom left 
in this country. The United States would be thor- 
oughly and completely Mexicanized so far as political 
criticism of the Federal Government is concerned; but 
if this is the law. it is the law, and whether it is 
the law or not, it is the contention of the United 
States authorities in the case against The World. If 


this theory holds good as to The World it holds good } 


as to other newspapers published in the United 
States. * * * 

Fortunately, Mr. Taft has made it possible for the 
Supreme Court to pass upon this grave question and 
to define the power of the Federal Government to 
prosecute political criticism.

O my thinking, the most important recent happening, in its bearing 
ag upon the English-speaking stage, was the lecture of Henry Arthur 
Jones, the famous English playwright, on “Standardizing the Drama,” 


delivered in London a few nights ago. | 
Playwright Jones voiced un earnest plea for the true drama as against 


what he terms-the play of “legs and tomfoolery” now prevailing on the 
boards of London playhouses. He does not believe, he declares, that such 
plays represent the best aspiration of English playgoers any more than 
ornate public houses, as opposed to Gothic cathedrals, represent the na- 
tion's ideal in architecture. “A very large body of English playgoers,” he 
said. “can easily be brought to take a real interest in true drama, to-love 
_it and foster it, and to grow more and more accustomed to seek their pleas- 
ure at the theater in a faithful representation of life, rather than in a per- 
version of words and in meaningless antics.” It is for the real friends of 


the drama to lead in the movement to this end. 
A very sound preachment this, and equally applicable on our side of the 


water. 


" is not the contention of this English dramatist that genuinely clever 
nonsense or purely graceful dancin~ has no rightful place on the stage, 
and he takes pains.\to make this truth clear to his audience. ok 

“By all means let the playgoing public have ‘legs and tomfoolery, he 
says. “They are excellent things—especially when the dancing is the dancing 
of Maud Allan or of Adeline Genee, and when the tomfoolery is the wise, 
grateful, refreshing and life-giving tomfoolery of Rabelais.” The prime 
missio. of the stage is to entertain and amuse, and popular amusement Is 
both good and necessary. He believes in it, Playwright.Jones asserts, and, per- 
sonally he _ cherishes a hearty. dislike of the play that appeals mere- 
ly to “superior persons.” ‘But it is necessary to the welfare and to the self- 
respect of the English drama that its virtues in a more serious aspect be 
recognized and encouraged, and this is the spirit in which he ere have 
the playgoing public contemplate the stage. A tribune of entertainment? Yes, 
but also a tribune of good and sound teaching and of the proper presentation 
of life’s real aspect. 

I commend these thoughts of Mr. Henry Arthur Jones to your earnest at- 
tention. A respectful consideration of his plea for the best interests of the 
Pnglish-speaking stage is well worth while. 


IRECTLY in line with ‘this argument was the inauguration in London, 
[) last week, of Mr. Charies Frohman’s Repertory Theater, which will be 
deyoted to the presentation of good drama by a permanent stock com- 

pany of genuine artistic distinction, . ‘ 
The first play to be produced in this house was John Galsworthy’ . Jus- 
‘tice,”” and this was followed on the third night by another new play, “Misal- 
Hance,” of which George Bernard Shaw is the author. During the week now 
opening a triple bill will be produced, and next week a new play by Granville 
Barker, entitled “The Madras House,” is to be presented. Then will follow a 
series of notable works by distinguished dramatists, among whom may be men- 
tioned James M. Barrie, Haddon Chambers, Laurence Housman, Henry James, 
Arthur Wing Pinero, W. Somerset Maugham, also the late George Meredith, 
whose unfinished comedy, “The Sentimentalists,”” has sufficiently impressed 

Mr. Frohman to be insured an early production. 
It is pleasing to note the English appreciation of Mr. Frohman’s efforts. 
This greatly, ambitious manager, though at first encountering some hostility 
in London, is doing good work for the English stage.

“Remembering that the entire play owes its being to the heroine’s determi- 
mation to be bad because her mother was bad, I fail to see much warrant for 
its long existence. If, at the end, she is saved, it is in despite of herself that the 
saving is accomplished, and this, it seems to me, entails rather a weak finish 


for any play.

Warner Is Reported Slated 
for an Important Fed- 
eral Position. 


FOLK AS OPPONENT 


Former Governor Is Prepar- 
ing Platform on Wifich He 
Will Oppose Francis. 


Gov. -Hadley is being urged by 
State Republican leaders to make the 
race for United States Senator in op- 
position to David R. Francis, James 
A. Reed and Joseph W. Folk, the 
Democratic candidates. 

Apparently the Hadley boomers are 
giving no consideration to Senator 
Warner, who has declared himself a 
candidate for re-election. The story 
is persistent, however, that Warner 
will not make the fight. A prom- 
inent St. Louls Republican, who has 
just returned from Washington, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that Warner 
is slated for an important Federal 
position, but the appointment will not 
be made until the close of the pres- 
ent Congress. 

Folk Working on Piatform. 


Officjal announcement of the Folk 
candidacy will be made within a few 
days, 

The former Governor is now at 
work on his senatorial platform, 
which will review briefly the more 
important State and national issues 
of the day. 

Until quite recently the Francis and 
Reed men clung to the belief that Folk 
would not enter the senatorial contest 
and they made campaign arrangements 
accordingly. 

The Francis contingent managed to 
get the indorsement of a number of for- 
mer Folk supporters in St. Louis, while 
a score of Folk lieutenants in Kansas 
City began saying nice things about 
Reed. 

Political leaders have not altered their 
opinion that if Folk wins he must do 
so without the aid of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph. 

Only Friend on Committee. 

Folk’s St. -Loui- organization in the 
1908 campaign, they say, was hopelessly 
weak and inefficient. It said. the 
former Govérnor is figuring on new 
alignments here. It will be recalled that 
Lawler Daley was practically the only 
frierid Folk had on thé Democratic 
City Committee, 

Daley helped’ Folk in the 
second Ward, but not enough to carry 
that bailiwiek against Stone. With the 
exception of Daley, Senator Stone dom- 
inated the City Committee, and used the 
machine to his complete advantage in 
the election. 

The St. Louls leaders are now 
tivating Francis and decrying the talk 
.f running Folk again for. senatorial 
honors. |

The Reed managers argue that 
while Folk will help to bring ott the 
Democratic vote and a. considerable 
independent. vote, too, he is sure to 
be defeated. This the Folk men an- 
“wer by saying that Reed’s campaign 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor against Folk six years ago 
demonstrated Reed’s weakness. In 
that eontest, Folk ‘carried ten coun- 


jijes to Reed’s one and was alleged to

IA the big prohibition wave 
which swept Missouri in 1887 and 1838 
the “Drys’’ poited 121,000 votes, or 11,- 
000 more than thelr total vote in the 
more recent contests.

Program of Today’s Sym- 
phony Orchestra Concert 
at Odeon Makes 
Wide Appeal. 


By MAX ZACH, 
Conductor of the Syrmmthony Orchestra 
Ts opening number or iis after- 





noon’s popular concert spr th 


Symphony Orchestra at the Odeon, ; 


the “Oriental March’’ by Zach, is re- 
peated in response to numerous requests. 
In tone coloring and in harmonic pro- 
gressions its endeavor is to obtain the 
appropriate Oriental atmosphere of such 
a theme. Oriental music confines its ut- 
terances to the appeal of love and war, 
all else being regarded as degrading, 
and the militant- note, most truthfully 
sounded by the trumpet and drum, is 
always in evidence. 

The Song of the Rhinedaughters from 
Wagner's “Die Goetterdaemerung”’ 
(“The Twilight of the Gods’’),-is the 
program’s second number. This great 
song is voiced at that moment in the 
progress of the Siegfried legend when, 
bewitched into loving Gutrune, the en- 
chantress daughter of Gunter, Siegfried 
forsakes Brunhilde, taking with him the 
Ring, the pledge of their vows, laugh- 
ing at her prayer for the death which 
alone can deliver him from Gutrune’s 
evil spell. 

His journeys leading him 
Rhife, he encounters the Rhine- 
daughters, former guardians of the 
Ring, who rise and demand its restor- 
ation. They float about to the rythm 
of the music as they sing, the score 
telling the story of the discovery and 
theft of the treasure being of im- 
pressive beauty. 

Gounod’s Whimsical Mannikin Dirge. 

Placed third on the program, Gou- 
nod’s “Funeral March of a Marion- 
ette,” an astounding achievement in 
the maintaining of balance between 
the serious and the grotesque, is a 
whimsical composition, fascinating in 
its appeal to the imagination. The 
mood from which this work drew its 
inspiration is graphically indicated by 
the title-page of its score, in which a 
corpse, swathed in a winding-sheet, is 
shown as being carried on the shou)- 
ders of four wooden mannikins, the 
mourners following the body being 
ulso puppets of wood. The score suc- 
cessfully realizes the idea of dimin- 
utiveness and a fanciful and some- 
what grewsome unreality. 

Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘1812"’ overture, next 
to be heard at this afternoon’s concert, 
was the result of a commission to write 
a piece of music appropriate to the 
ceremony of consecrating the Cathedral 
of Our Savior in Moscow in 1880. This 
composition proudly commemorates the 
evacuation of Moscow by Napoleon and 
his army in 1812, and, while not among 
the best of Tscaikowsky’s works, bears 
the tokens of his genius, and is dra- 
matically significant in its closing pas- 
sages, wherein the last strains of the 
‘‘Marsellaise’’ are overwhelmed by the 
Russian hymn of deliverance and the 
roar of cannon from the citadel of the 
Kremlin as the French army marches 
away. 

Victor Herbert's “Serenade for String 
Orchestra,” not in any manner connect- 
ed with his opera, ‘“‘The Serenade,”’ is 
the program’s fifth number. It is a 
suite of lighter quality, and two of its 
five movements will be presented this 
afternoon. 

Sousa’s “Three Quotations,’”’ coming 
sixth on today’s program, find their de- 
scriptive basis in' the nursery rhyme, 
“The King of France, with 20,000 men, 
marched up the hill, and then marched 
down again’; in Goethe's “I, too, was 
born in Arcadia,’’ and in the title of 
Henry M. Stanley’s book, “In Darkest 
Africa.”’ They are pleasing compositions, 
originally written for a military band 
and later transcrib d for orchestra, but 
they need not be taken seriously. 

The “La Gitana” waltz by Bucalossi, 
with which this afternoon’s program 
closes, had the distinotion, a generation 
or 80 ago, of rivaling the Strauss waltzes 
in popularity. It is delightfully tuneful 
and rythmical. Bucalossi, now retired 
and living in Londen, was at one time 
leader of the old Prince of Wales The- 
ater orchestra and, later, at the Savoy, 
where he conducted some of Sullivan’s 
operas,

MEMBER IN FUND 
THEFT CONFESSES 


Maroney Intimates One of 
Association Has Told En- 
tire Story of Looting. 


Arrests and Suspensions Are 
Contemplated; Investiga- 
tion Nears End. 





“FROM THE _ INSIDE” 
Board’s Attorney Declares 
He “‘Knows More Than 
Ever Before.” 





Arrests and suspensions-of the 
men implicated in the plunder- 
ing of the Police Relief Associa- 
tion fund are looked for temor- 
row, when it is believed a bomb 
will explode toward which the 
fuse has been sputtering during 
many weeks of investigation. 

Andrew C. Maroney, special 
attorney in the inquiry, intimat- 
ed yesterday afternoon that he 
had obtained from one of the 
members of the association 
‘f‘eombine’’ a confession of the 
full story of the looting of ‘the 
fund to the tune of over $13,000, 
with the names of the men in- 
volved and their methods of em- 


bezzlement. 

Maroney was leaving the executive 
room of the Police Board offices at Po- 
lice Héadquarters, where he had been in 
a two-hours’. conference with Chief of 
Detectives Smith and Inspector Mc- 
Donnell, ‘when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked him whether he had obtained a 
‘confession from one of the ‘“‘combine.’’ 

Maroney declined to deny or admit 
that he had _ received. a canfession. 
But he added, in triumphant tones: 

“We know more now than we ever 
did before. And its from the inside.” 

He was asked whether further ar- 
rests or suspensions would be or- 
dered. 

“There will be no arrests or sus- 
pensions tonight,” said he, placing a 
significant accent upon the words “‘to- 
night.’’ 

It is believed that he meant ar- 
rests and suspensions are under con- 
templation, and that the long-drawn 
out investigation will reach its cli- 
max in a startling manner within a 
few days. 

The conference was unheralded. Ma- 
roney reached Police Headquarters at 
3:30 o’clock and went at once to the 
offices of the Police Board. He carried 
@ roll of typewritten manuscript, which 
he carefully guarded. He was joined in 
a few minutes by Chief Smith and Mc- 
Donnell and the secret session began. 
McDonnell emerged once, went to his 
office and returned with a quantity of 
Police Board stationery. 

When Smith and McDonnell left the 
afternoon conference each carried sev- 
eral sheets of Maroney’s manuscript, 
which they hastened to lock in the safes 
of their offices. Neither Smith nor Mc- 
Donnell would make a statement con- 
cerning the subject matter of the con- 
ference. | : 

Seeret of Conference Out. 

When seen later last night, Maroney 
seemed in excellent spirits and gaid: 

“Before long the public will know 
the whole story of the looting of the 
func.” 

The grand jury will resume its in- 
quiry into the police fund scanda! at 2 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. Practica]- 
ly all the men questioned by Maroney 
have been subpénaed as witnesses. The 
papers which Maroney confided to Smith 
and McDonnell yesterday will be placed 
in evidence and may result In immedi- 
ate action. . 

Maroney is informed that the report 
of the auditing committee for 1908, which 
was thought to have been lost or mis- 
placed, has turned up. He/is gratified 
over the finding of the report.

STOPS A RAGE WAR 
WnlTES WOUNDED 


Negroes Shoot and Stab Men 
in Eldorado Barber 
Shop. 


ELDORADO, Ark., Feb. 26—A race 
war was averted here tonight by militia- 
men, after the shooting of two white 
men and the stabbing of another by 
negroes had incited the town to riot. 
The wounded are: 

Roscoe Montgomery, shot in back and 
side; serious. 

Edgar Reynolds, shot in right foot. 

Oscar Reynolds, stabbed. 

There are reports that negroes were 
wounded, and that one was killed, in 
the shooting affray which followed an 
accidental collision between Montgom- 
ery and a negro barber in the latter's 
shop. But the local officers failed to 
verify these reports, and if the negrocs 
have any dead or wounded they have 
secreted them. 

Montgomery went into the barber 
shop yesterday afternoon to get shaved. 
As he was hanging up his coat he 
brushed against one of the barbers. 

“Look out, white man,’ exclaimed 
the negro, ‘‘don't you-all try to knock 
me around any.” And the negro drew 
a revolver. | 

Montgomery and the Reynolds broth- 
ers, who were in the shop with him, 
reached for their weapons, and before 
they could draw them, the negro began 
firing. There were other negroes in the 
shop, but whether they joined in the 
shooting or whether the shots which 
wounded Montgomery and Edgar Reyn- 
olds were fired by one negro, is a mat- 
ter of dispute. Another negro is said 
to have cut Oscar Reynolds, 

The sound of the shots drew to the 
shop the Saturday afternoon - crewd, 
which was. filling the streets, and in a 
few minutes the shop was filled with 
an angry crowd of white men, who 
Smashed mirrors, broke windows and 
kicked chairs and dressers to pieces. The 
negroes had fled by a rear way. 

Had the crowd got its hands on one 
of the negroes who were in the shop at 
the time, it is likely that its violence’ 
would have gone beyond the wrecking 
stage. As it was, things began to look 
dangerous for the negroes of the town 
Senerally, and a local official sent a 
long distance telephone message/’to Gov.

Pin- 
chot had started to tell the commit- 
tee of a conversation he had with 
Taft in the White House after the 
President had dismissed Special Agent 
L. R. Clavis, who complained that Sec~ 
retary Ballinger was rushing to pat- 
ent Alaskan coal land claims, against 
which there had been found evidences 
of fraud. 

The big committee room was crowded 
when Pinchot began his testimony this 
afternoon. Instead of permitting his -t- 








‘ torney, Pepper, to make his opening 


statement, Pinchot made it himself. 
That he meant every word of it and 
wanted the country at large to hear 
what he said, was shown when his pregs 
agent put out advance copies of the 
statement, which is the strongest in- 
dictment yet .made against Secretary 
Ballinger.

One of the most dramatic incidents of 
the day wag left for the last half hour 
of the session, when Pinchot declared 
that there was no such decision by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury as had been 
cited by President Taft in his letter of 
Sept. 13, 1909. 

The forenoon session’ was devoted in 
part to a further examination of W. W. 
Barr of Seattle as to the agreement 
now in effect between him and L. R.

Symptoms Was Found. 
NATURE A MYSTERY 


Doctors: Decline to Give 
Time of Finding—Yarb” 
Man Is Contradicted. 


By Associated Press, 
KANSAS CITY, Mo. Feb. %—Dr. 


Ludwig Hektoca, Dr. Walter Haines and 
Dr. Victor Vaughan have reported to 
the Swope family that anether poison 
combined with the strychnine was found 
in the viscera of Col. Thomas H. Swope 
and Chris~ian Swope. Just what this 
poison was is not known, but In the 
language of the scientists, such a pol- 
son is classed as a “mask” or a 
“shield.” 


According to the scientists the pejson 
was a type that, although its ultimate 
effects are just as deadly as strych- 
nine, yet has the power to change the 
symptoms of strychnine poisoning so 
that the evidences of {illness displayed 
are confusing in their developments. 

This announcement was made here to- 
day by one of the men who has been 
prominent in the investigation of the 
Swope mystery. Definite information az 
to the time of the finding was refused. 

Examinations Explained. 

The finding of the poison which is 
supposed to have been used as &@ mask 
to strychnine explains the desire of the 
scientists to continue their examinations 
of the visceras of Thoma: H. and Chris- 
man Swope after they had found 
strychnine in marked quantities. 

Search for a second poison was insti- 
tuted after the scientists had carefully 
studied the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Col. Swope. He did not die 
until eight hours after he had taken 
the mysterious capsule. 

Contradictory to the statement of 
Chessing Hatred Chase Jordan, the 
dark-skinned “yarb’’ man, who admin- 
istered to the Swope family, J. M. Tutt, 
formerly a salesman for a manufactur- 
ing chemist of Kalamazoo, Mich., testi- 
fied today that Jordan at ene time had 
medicine in his office which contained 
poison. 


Strychnine in Tabi 
Tutt said while giving his dapoaition 


in Dr. B. C. Hyde’s slander suit, that 
last July 8 he seld Jordan 6000 tab- 
lets containing,’ among other ingredi- 
ents, three grains of acetanilid each 
and 5000 pills, each of which contained 
1-80 of a grain of strychnine. 

In giving his deposition in the suit 
recently Jordan became indignant when 
asked if his medicines contained any 
poisons. He said he compounded them 
from roots and herbs gathered in this 
vicinity and imported from foreign 
countries, Asked how he knew whether 
they were poisonous, he replied: 

“T taste them myself, and if they don’t 
hurt me, they certainly won’t injure my 
patients.” 

Concection Is Analyzed. 


lets and pills Jordan gave to the Swope 
family by Mrs. B. C. Hyde, in a state- 
ment a few days befere the arrest of 
her husband on a charge of murdering 
Col. Thomas H. Swope. 

An analysis of some of Jordan's con- 
coctions labeled ““M 77” was made by 
Walter M. Cross, a chemist. -The 
analysis showed the medicine consisted 
of alcohol, water, sugar and tannic acid. 

Indictments in the Swope investiga- 
tion by the grand jury are not now ex- 
pected before Friday or Saturday. Vir- 
gil Conkling, County Prosecutor, 
introduced much mere testimony than 
is desired by the grand jury, but eyi- 
dently is taking this oppertunity to 
gain all the information possible by 
close questioning of all witnesses in the 
grand jury room. 

Although the report of the scientists 
Shows that strychnine was found in 
the ejecta of Miss Margaret Swope, no 
one will be indicted in that connection. 

If an attempt was made en her life, 
that will be used as ene of the links 
in the chain of elroumstances to 
strengthen the proof that Col. Swope 
and Chrisman Swope were slain.

The “‘more’”’ wil, be whatever amount 
in excess of $100, a box may bring at 
an auction which will be held within a 
week or so in one of the downtown 
hotels under the auspices of the Box 
Auction Committee, of which George 
W. Simmons is chairman, to give 
wealthy St. Louisans an opportunity to 
settle with dollars a controversy as to 
who shall have first choice of boxes. 
Hence some of the boxes may sell for 
from $150 to $200.

ST LOUIS NEEDS 
HAL BIR ENOUGH 


Recent Exhibit -a Brilliant 
Success, but Too Crowded 
for Comfort. 


The results of an automobile show are 
n-* shown by the -~mber of people who 
attend, but by the number of sales 
made. The St. Louls show was a bril- 
lant success from point of gate receipts 
and there were three nights when the 
attendance was ireater than the deal- 
ers and manufacturers who were ex- 
hibiting their cars, wanted it to be. 

Peculiar as it may seem, there was 
more business closed on the twe after- 
noons and one night when the weather 
was almost prohibitive, than at any 
other sessions ef the show. 

The total attendance at the show ap- 
proximated 30,000. Of thi: number fully 
5000 people were from outside of St. 
Louls. A large number of these were 
out-of-town ag: ts for cars represented 
here. This was a@ much larger number 
of agents than attended the 1909 show at 
the Coliseum, their coming to St. Louis 
instead of to Chicago, as they did last 
year, being due to the widespread ad- 
vertising done and the profusion of in- 
vitations that were sent them. 

“An automobile show is primarily an 
advertising proposition,” guid Frank R. 
Tate, chairman of the St. Louis Show 
Committee, “From an _ advertising 
standpoint, our show at the First Reg- 
iment Armory was a brilliant success. 
I have made a careful investigation of 
results and I find that the number of 
sales of cars made was about double 
what was made at the 1909 show. From 
tke standpoint of attendance, we were 
ahead of last year also. For instance, 
last year there were less than 5000 ex- 
hibitors tickets purchased by the trade 
from the committee. This year the num- 
ber bought by the dealers was 8300. 

“The oniy complaint that I have heard 
about the recent big show was that it 
was too crowded. The hall was not big 
enough to accommodate our needs, and 
at that the First Regiment Armory is 
the largest hall in square feet of ex- 
hibit space in St. Louis. 

“The city of St. Louis is in great need 
of a monster hall of some kind which 
can be used for automobile shows and 
undertakings of a similar character, and 
I feel sure that if public-spirited citizens 
of the city will undertake to build such 
a hall they will find prompt and hearty 
co-operation among the automobile men 
of the city.” 

A carefully made compilation of the 
figures on sales made puts the total at 
a little less than 200 machines disposed 
of at the St. Louis show. One company 
sold 11 cars at the Armory Another 
sold 10 and has since sold six to “pros- 
pects” unearthed at the show. Others 
sold from one to seven cars. Sales of 
this magnitude justify the expense and 
trouble of an automobile show, and al- 
ready plans are being talked over for 
the next show in Februaryy 1911.

BOSSES FORM UNION 


Sheet Metal Contractors Join 
Hands to Prevent a Pos- 
sible Spring Tie-Up.

HAS AMPLE CAPITAL 


Declares He Is Backed by St. 
Louisans Eager to Invest 
Millions. 


Hugo Wurdack, president of the Light 
and Development Co., which is seeking 
an electric light franchise i:.St. Louis, 
takes exception to the statement of 
President Alten 8. Miller of Union Elec- 
tric that his company will eventually 
have to buy out any new company that 
starts in business -here. 

"We have $2,000,000 ready to put into 
a new electric light plant as soon as we 
get the franchise,’”’ gaid Wurdack to & 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “By the. time 
we have spent that amount of money 
we will be crowding Union Electric with 
its enormous over-capitalization to the 
wall. 

“Miller says he told the Municipal 
Assembly that no new franchises ought 
to be granted- because Union Electric 
would have to buy them and that the 
cost, in the end, would have to be borne 
by consumers. 

“IT can build.a plant tn St. Louis for 
$5,000,000 or $6,000,000 that will take care 
of every kilowatt hour of Union .Elec- 
tric’s business. 

{With such a plant ag a rival Union 
Ele tric will have to do one of two 
thi go out of business or squeeze 
$20,000,000 of water out of its capital so 
that it can compete with a legitimately 
capitalized corporation. 


Backed by. St. Louisans. 
“The backers of the Light and Devel- 


cpment Co. are St. Louis people who are 
seeking an opportunity te invest their 
money in an honestly organized corpora- 
tion. 

“There will be no water tn our capi- 
tal and we will.not be handicapped by 
the mistakes of others, or by junk that 
was bought at an enormous figure to 
get it out of the way as a competitor. 

“The possibilities are that before we 
get our plant completed we will have 
te buy Union Electric under the red 
flag. We can build a plant that will en- 
able us to sell electricity cheaper than 
Union Electric, and that is why Miller is 
asking the Assembly to protect the 
monopoly. 

“The only way the water will ever be 
squeezed out. of. Union. Electric. will be 
by competition. : 

“It is now trying to pay dividends on 
a high finance valuation of dead prop- 
erty, and, of course, it.could not com- 
pete with a new company.

CHICAGO PACKERS WILL FIGHT 
EXTRADITION “TOOTH AND NAIL”

CHICAGO, Fen 6 —The 


packers indicted yesterday 
sey City, N. J., on 
charges of con- 
spiracy, today 
held a conference 
with their attor- 
neys, at which it 
Was unanimously 
decided to fight 
extradition “tooth 
and nail,” as one 
of them put it, 
and to resist to 
the last any, at- 
tempt to serve pa- 
pers on them or 
to force them to 
trial. 

They will ex- 
haust every legal 
advice and techni- 
ality to defeat 
the New Jersey 
authorities, and | 
maintain that it will be fmpossible and 
illegal to extradite them. 

“It will be a long time before we are 
brought to trial on these New Jersey 
indictments,’’ said one of the packers 
grimly, after the conference. 

A long-drawn-out legal battle is fore- 
seen if the New Jersey authorities try 
to take the Chicago defendants out of 
the State for trial, with a fight in the 
courts and before the Governor, if ex- 
tradition proceedings come before him. 

This course caused some surprise, as 
it had been stated by those in close 
touch with the plans of. the- packers 
that they would willingly go to New 
Jersey for trial, being confident of their 
ability to defeat the conspiracy indict- 
ments. , 

The legal battle of the packers: will 
be based on a delicate but strong point 
of law, according to an attorney. The 
point is that only a fugitive from jus- 
tice can be extradited and sent back to 
the State in which a complaint against 
him is made. 

Not Fugitives From Justice, 

The packers have not been in New 
Jersey, and therefore are not fugitives 
from justice. 

This point has been sustained by the 
courts repeatedly, it is said, and is ex- 
pected by the packers to prove an ef- 
fective bar against efforts to extradite 
them. 

Habeas corpus suits will be the answer 
to efforts to arrest them and take them 
from the State forcibly, and every effort 
will be made to force the New Jersey 
prosecutor to disclose his evidence at 
some of the numerous hearings the 
packers will insist on. 

The attorneys for the packers did not 
believe 4hat Porsecutor Garven had sent 
officers to Chicago to serve the capiaSses 
and arrest the defendants, as some re- 
ports had it. It Was pointed out that 
New Jersey officers would have no au- 
thority under! the laws of I)/-eois, and 
that habeas corpus writs and immediate 
liberty for the arrested men would en- 
sue. 

Should extradition proceedings be 
brought these would be forced to a hear- 
ing before Gov. Deneen, as the Governor 
im the State to which the requisition is 
sent has the right to demand a full 
statement of the evidence on which the 
extradition is sought. 

He can, if he so desires, practically 
conduct a trial of the case before issu- 
ing or refusing to issue orders for the 
arrest of the defendants sought, and 
on this “‘trial’’ the packers will insist. 

If the decision is against them the 
State courts remain, the course of ac- 
tion being along the line of either habe- 
as corpus or writs of injunction, and 
behind all these are the Federal courts, 
the application there being made on the 
ground that the constitutional rights of 
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the defendants are béing infringed.

With Walter B. Stevens as its: press 
agent, the United Railways Co. is going 
to tell the public what it is doing and 
what it plans to do. 

Heretofore the public has had to do a 
lot of guessing. When the company got 
ready to change a route or a schedule 
or to introduce a new system of stop- 
ping and starting cars, it just went 
ahead and did it. And passengers who 
waifed in vain for the cars they ex- 
pected, or who ran With their arms full 
of bundles to the new stopping places, 
could learn from the. conductors only 
that they were acting under ‘‘the Cap- 
tain’s new orders.”’ 

But now Press Agent Stevens is going 
to call on Capt. McCullech every day 
and persuade him to tell the public 
about these little matters, just as the 
gas and electric companies have been 
doing for some time past.

“I don’t know that I can be sald to 
have any definite position with the com- 
pany,’’ said Stevens last night at his 
hotel, the Washington, ‘‘and I shall not 
give all, or even the greater ,part of 
my time to the work.

“For the present I shall call at head- 
quarters daily, talk with Capt. McCul- 
loch and the other officials, and shall be 
on the lookout for both immediate news 
and for matters which are of interest 
to the public, showing the work of a 
great enterprise. 

Will Do No Fighting. 

“I do not expect,” he added in re- 
Sponse to,.a question, “to prepare 
commercial advertising matter for 
the company, or to help fight its leg- 
islative battles, if it should have 
any.” 

The late “Billy” Hobbs, former Re- 
corder of Deeds and Republican Elec- 
tlon Commissioner at the time of his 
death, was press agent and adver- 
tising representative of the St. Louis 
Transit Co., predecessor of the United 
Ratlways. He originated the sen- 
tence, published many thousands of 
times as an advertisement, “When 
passing behind a car, look out for a 
car approaching in the opposite di- 
rection.”

the invention of Edgar 8S. Chambless, a profes- 
sional patent investigator, of No. 150 Nassau 
street, New York.. Seeing the impossibility of 
solving the housing problem under present liv- 
ing conditions, Mr. Chambless set about the task 
of inventing a place to live in which these 
twentieth century achievements could pe util- 
ized. 

Roadtown is a skyscraper apartment laid on 
its side, with a railroad in the et to take 
the place of the elevator. 

The height of the apartment house is limited, 
but the Roadtown may. be any length, and will 
start, say, from the end of the subway in the 
Bronx and build through to Boston—259 familiés 
to the mile, 300,000 people all in one house— 
and yet each family would have the soil be- 
neath, the blue sky above, and light and air and 
a view actos the open country on two sides. 

“But who would live over a rumbling subway? 
That is just it! This subway will not rumble, 
No one objects tp living in an apartment house

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with an elevator—in fact, some people pay extra . 
for the privilege. 

There are many noiseless means of transporta- 
tion now in use; for instance, the electric auto- 
mobile. Another noiseless system of transporta- 
tion, which Mr. Chambless considers the best 
yet devised; is the Boyes Monorail, which has 
been offered to the Roadtown without royalty. 

The Boyes cars are built in eight-foot sections, 
each riding on a single wheel, which ig, the 
armature of the niotor. The car straddles the 
track, thence cannot be derailed, and the greater 
the speed the truer it runs, the heavy wheel, 
acting as vertical gyroscope, on a principle fa- 
miliar to every boy who has rolled a wagon 
wheel down hill. 

Modern locomotives and electric cars are made 
exceedingly heavy, to get a grip on the track. 
By the use of leather-faced wheels such waste 
weight is eliminated, the Boyes cars, outside the 
motor, weighing no more per passenger than 
a bicycle. This means an enormous saving of 
power and gain in speed, while the absence of 
all gearing and the leather-facing of the wheels

The amount 
of clothing necessary to keep p.ople warm varies 
with the individual and is somewhat a matter 
of habit, but when the body has become ac- 
ceustomed to a certain quantity of clothing it is 
worse than folly to shed it to satisfy a foolish 
physical culture fad. 

One of the greatest mistakes of some of the 
physical culturists is that in order to’ harden 
the body they should expose it to all sorts of 
discomforts. Some of them profess to believe 
that when it is cold enough to make the teeth 
chatter it is well to endure it, and that one is 
being benefited thereB’y. Discomfort iw never 
beneficial. 

Good health is signified by a feeling of well- 
on the 
senses, by an agile feel‘ng of the musciss, whether 
they be big or little, by a serenity that comes 
from not feeling the body to be en imronveni- 
ence An uny way. 

If physica] culture results in suffering.cf any 
kind it is not good. It ‘s possible for an ath- 
letie young man to gradually reduce the weight 
of his clothing by systematic trainii.s, but it is 
suicidal for the untrained, who are not equal to 
it in blood /circulation and physiyue, to emulate 
those who foll in the snow, swim icy rivers and 
go half clothed. The heat equilibrium must be 
maintained, and this is different in indiv‘duals. 

As\a matter of fact the great majority of pec- 
ple have not the physique to be trained up to 
the endurance of such hardships. In the first 
place they must be of sound parentage, for no 
one born of tuberculous parents could stand the 
training at all, and they must begin young. 

One of the greatest mistakes made by the youth 
of the land.is that mere muscle-making is the 
cultivation of strong healthy bodies. Muscle

paratus is nothing but the making of muscle 
fibre and can be made to any extent. It merely 
means an increase in the capacity to do mus- 
cular work and nothing for the’ general strength 
and health of the organs, nor does it mean an 
increase in the capacity to resist disease, which 
is in the blood. 

Muscle growth is only spectacular, and so it 
catches the jeye of the young man who sees: a 
modern athlete covered with knotty bunches of 
hard, bound muscles, lifting a weight that would 
break his own back. 

He fairly aches to emulate the giant and so 
goes into a gymnasium or under theetuiltion of 
a physical culture teacher and works and strains 
himself in the building up the various muscles of 
his arms, legs and back until he is really de- 
formed instead of being the form of healthy, 
manly strength. 

Almost any sort of a man can go into a gymna- 
sium and in the course of a year pile up useless 
muscle on certain parts of the body. There is 
greater danger in promiscuous athletics, ap every 
physician knows. One of these dangers is what 
is known as the “‘athlete’s heart.” 

Coincident with the growth of muscle on the 
skeleton is the growth of the muscles of the 
heart which increases its thickness, and makes 
the heart work harder than necessary. : 

The danger from this growt’ of the heart mus- 
cle is the relapse from the work that made the 
muscle thicker. If this muscle has nothing to 
do with new-found and unnecessary strength it 
breaks down .into fatty degeneration, which kills. 

When an athlete starts in the muscle building 
business he has got to keep it up or suffer the 
consequences. The left sides of the heart muscle 
increases so that it overworks the heart to a 
dangerous point. — 

Take the case of a man in middle life dying 
suddenly of heart failure or heart trouble of 
some sort. In his youth he was the envy of his 
fellows for his splendid physique, big, broad- 
shouldered, muscled like @ professional wrestler. 
When he leaves the university and settles down 
to business and pleasure ‘he has not time to keep 
up fhe exercise that made him a star football 
man at his Alma Mater or the stroke oar of his 
boat, or Whatever phase of athletics he took up.

The trovfble with this m:n was that he did not 
keep up the tone of all his muscles to that of 
the heart. It was working all the time while the 
other muscles had nothing to do. 

The proper physical director in all cases is a 
physician who has had training in physical cul- 
ture, or a physical culturist who is a graduated 
physician. ' 

Thére is great danger in the way American 
athletics are conducted in the first place. We are 
extremists. We enter into every sport in a com- 
petitive spirit. Every game becomes a contest. 
We cannot or do not want to enter into sport 
unless “there is something in it,” a medal, a 
title or somthing of that sort. Friendly rivalry 
has nothing to do with our sports and pastimes. 
Every boy or man wants to be the champion or 
at least a medal holder, and he overexerts him- 
self to that end and destroys instead of builds 
up in many cases. 

Take the marathon races of several miles for 
- young boys as an example of emulation. Small 
boys thus pitted against one another are most im- 
placable in their emulation, and the littlest ones 
run until their hearts break in order to keep up 
with the digger boys.

Ir 
srder to walk 33 and 
one-third miles each 
lower limb must b> 
moved about 40,000 
times. The arms swin7’ 
ing at the sides would 
move about the same 
number, thus’ making 
160,000 movements. Mul- 
tiply this sum by the 








200 muscles brought 
into greater or less ac- 
tion at every step, and 
there is a total of 32,- 
000,000 movements in a 
day’s walk. 

It would seem that a person who had made this 
number of movements in the course of one day 
would be physically exhausted, and would require 
a week fn which to recuperate. But long dis- 
tance walkers in the open like Edward P. Wes- 
ton, who is 71 years old and did 37 miles a day 
for 105 days, declare they are benefited by it. 

For safe and sane physical culture it is neces- 
sary that every man should have individual study 
and that he should be given work that he can 
stand and not simply what he wants to do.

The desire of 
the office man to get back to the land and rest his 
brain by working in the soil will here find ful- 
filment. The intensive specialization of our 
present scheme of living will no longer be neces- 
sary. A Roadtown man may work at a machine 
till his- eyes and fingers are tired, and then go 
out and feed the chickens. This is the ideal 
industrial of life for which the. philosophers of 
all ages have striven, but which is becomng 
more and more impossible under our present 
scheme Of civilization.

HE famous tar pits of the Rancho La Brea, situated near 
Los Angeles, Cal., have yielded up many remarkable 
remains of diotinals that: lived and became extinct long ing in the laboratory. 
before man asserted dominion over the earth, but none 
‘so perfect as the skull of the saber tooth tiger, which 
has just been dug out of the asphaltum by scientists. 

The saber tooth tiger was one of the most savage of the tre- 
mendous animals that roamed America when tt was in the mak- 
ing, probably many millions of years ago. It preyed upon the 
giant sloth, and was the only beast of- prey of that time whose 
tusks could penetrate the enormously thick hide of the unwieldly 
hryute, who browsed the tops of the giant trees. 


Saber tooth tigers, or cats, were the highest types of the 
carnwores among the animals of the Miocene and Pliocene. They were named from their 
» large, flattened and slightly curved canine teeth, which were much longer than the corre- 
sponding teeth of such animais as the lion and the tiger. The tecth in the skull pictured on 
this page, which have: just been recovered from the tar pit, are 124% inches long.

The owner of the now famous Rancho La Brea, 
Mrs. Hancock Ross, has made a generous dona- 
tion to science of certain sections of the field to 
the local Academy of Science, the Los Angeles 
High School and the University of the State at 
Berkeley. These searchers will be allowed to 
go there, each undisturbed in his own work, 
and unearth specimens for the length of time 
specified in the lease. By,so doing a remarkable 
and valuable collection will be obtained and re- 
tained for the State itself, before other and larger 
institutions have a chance to seize upon the 
treasures and carry them away. 

Some of the more remarkable skeletons show 

eat age and strength, and that they must have 
foind this a not inhospitable and unremunera- 
tive territory for their dwelling. The skull of a 
lion was found measuring 17 inches in’ length. 
It is the great American lion of the African 
species. There are only a very few of these 
skulls now on exhibition anywhere in the world. 
There are none larger than this in the world, 
either fossil or living.

WOLVES WERE OF GREAT SIZE. 


The wolf skulls found are aise very large, and 
remarkable for the unusual number of -perfect 
teeth found therein. Only a few teeth have ever 
been found before of this great animal. but in 
the La Brea find there are many teeth and other 
very small bones. One measured 121% inches, in- 
dicating an animal of much greater size than any 
now living, excepting the great timber wolf. 


That this territory was, at that time, cov- 
ered with a plentiful and luxuriant vegetation, 
the giant ground sloth left his bones to verify. 
With a skeleton in one case 18 feet in length 
and a head 21 inches long and 12 inches high 
he could rise to the highest treetops on his 
hind legs and browse from the topmost branches 
with perfect ease. As several of these skulls 
were found it is more than likely that there 
was wealth of trees for their sustenance in this 
part of the country. 


Several skeletons of the mastodon, both cld and 
young, have been unearthed; the skull of one 
being three feet high and *40 inches from the 
base of the skull to the end of the nose. In one 
case the lower jaw was 30 inches long and con- 
tained alf the teeth. In life, they undoubtedly 
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Judging from the skull which has just been duy up in cauforn.. 
tiger must have been about the size of the modern ox. 
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weighed many tons, and are said to have been 
among the last survivors of their race. 

The king of them all, however, was the saber- 
tooth tiger, a great catlike creature with all that 
the present race includes, and the addition of a 
javelin, a double javelin, two great teeth pro- 
truding downward from the upper jaw, he was 
the most dreaded of all the animals of his time. 
Where he walked ,even lions cowered and shrank 
away, and the flect-footed animals sought the 
mountains, the tall timbers and any shelter they 
could find; no doubt often being driven to their 
death in the La Brea Rancho asphaltum pits by 
the terror of his approach.

SEARCHING FOR THE MISSING P 
OF THE GREAT CULLINAN DIA 


—this time to the effect that the missing 
poitions of the great Cullinan diamond 
have been found. 

When the diamond that is now known as the 
Cullinan was discovered four years ago in the 
Premier Mine in South Africa, it bore every eyi- 
dence that, huge as it is, it is only a portion of 
a much larger stone, the original form and size of 
which can only be approximatel: indicated. 

What are known as a diamond’s cleavage planes 
lead the mine officials to the conclusion that four 
pieces, each of considerable size, ‘must have’ been 
bro'en off from the original stone by natural crys- 
stal cleavage. Needless to say, the mine officials 
immediately instituted a thorough search for the 
missing pieces. Up to the present time, so far a8 
the public knows, their search has been fruitless, 

One of the rumors. now in circulation comes 
from the African newspapers. “The other half 
of the Cullinan,” so runs this interesting rumor, 
has been found in the possession of the Kaffirs of 
the Magatos tribe in Zoutpansberg. The dimen- 
sions of this “second Cullinan have been given 
as 4323 carats. 

This story has been denied by the Transvaal 
Department of Mines, and an off cial of the Treas- 
ury in Pretoria states that the origin of the legend 
can undoubtedly be traced to the belief that enor- 
mous quantities of dizmonds were buried by com-, 
mand of the celebrated chieftain’s wife Majatje 
during the Boer War. These diamonds became 
the spoilof the Kaffirs when they returned to Kim- 
berly. But these treasures are lost, for the Kaf- 
firs who buried them are dead and search for them 
has been without result. 

When this_rumor was submitted to Mr, George 
Frederick Kunz, the gem expért of the The Tif- 
fany Co., he said: 

“Yes, I have heard the rumor that ‘the other 
half of the Cullinan has been found.’ This much 
I can say positively—the ‘other half’ has not been 
found, for the simple reason that the Cullinan 
never had another ‘half.’ The shape of the Culli- 
nan before it was cut afforded almost conclusive 
proof that in the course of nature's workings four 
pieces had been broken from the original diamond, 
and that the d’amond as found in the mine was 
only about half the size of the original stone. The 
undisovered half, however, is represented by four 
pieces, and it is even possible that these have

In the vegetable garden South of the house is 
located the hutbed and cold frame; West of the 
barn is the barn lot with water trough, and North 
of the barn “he pigpen and water trough for the 
hogs. Both the poultry yard and pig,en con- 
nect with the acre pasture, so that pigs and 
chickens may have the run of the place, when 
desirable, except the vegetable garden. 

North of the pasture and extending across the

corn is cut the cow peas can either be pulled 
or used a8 pasture, and in September rye is to 
be sown as Winter pasture. 

East of the pasture and next fo the acre field 
is located the apple orchard and patch of alfalfa. 
The peach orchard is North of the poultry’ yard,

ECENTLY the Post-Dispatch received 
two letters, one from a woman com- 
plaining of her husband and one from 
a man complaining of his . 
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wife. - Each had written 
% to the Post-Dispatch with 
the knowledge of the other, ask- 
ing advice in the settlement of their 
domestic differencts. \.So typical 
were the complaints of modern con- 
ditions that it was decided to- submit 
the letters to the readers of the Home Section and 
ask them: how may we save this couple -from 
divorce? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HAVE been married twelve years and each yéar seem to get 
further away from the happiness anticipated during my hus- 
band’s ardent courtship. He is a fine, handsome, intelligent 
man, does not drink and is devoted to his home, ‘but in so 
many ways are our ideas at variance that there seems to be 
less cordiality between us than there is between either and our 
most casual friends. We are ever on the brink of a tiff and al- 
though other people think me very amiable—-and they think my 
husband very amiable also—we rasp each other miserably. I am 
an economical, capable housekeeper and do nearly al} of my own 
work. I.da not wash nor make my dresses, but do'‘all the rest 
of the work. We have accounts at a department store, the grocer 
and the butcher. My‘ husband deposits his.salary cheek in bank 
and pays these accounts monthly by/ check He gives me a little 
money from time to time, sometima@s more than I ask for, some- 
times complainingly. He has given’ me $60 since last September 
with which I have bought some necessaries for the house, clothed 
myself and our ten-year-old child. 

One of our worst quarrels was over the purchase of a pair of 
shoes. I had bought one pair for three dollars and after wearing 
them a month my feet were in a terrible condition. I bought an- 
other pair for $5 and was accused of the most awful extrava- 
gance. My husband said it was the price ($3) that hurt my feet 
and the wasting of $5 was to fit my eye and not my feet with 
shoes. For three days he would not eat at home and whenever he 
wants to charge me with extravagance he brings up those shoes 
—the only ones'I have had for a year. 

I am accused of neglecting my home and my child because 

one day I went shopping and got home at 6:15, just as he ar 

rived. I did not dare tell him that while waiting for a car 
that was hot jam full. his most intimate friend had come 
up, that I had gone back into the department store with 
him to drink a cup of chocolate at the soda fountain. I did 
not tell my husband of this meeting for fear he would give 
undue importance to a trifling incident. When he comes 
in late to his dinner, or at any time, and offers me an ex- 
cuse—any excuse——I accept it cheerfully, since his tardiness 
was not a willful neglect of my convenience. 

In the house next door is a woman who has no children. 

She is a window-sitter. All afternoon and, often, all the 
morning she sits and rocks.and watches the street. Some- 
times she reads or sews, but rarely. Many days she never 
leaves her seat until she sees her husband get off the car 
in the evening. Then she gets her well-groomed person to its 
feet, gives her husband an affectionate greeting and together 
they go to the kitchen to prepare the evening meal, some- 
times she does all the cooking but just as often she doesn’t 
—and he always “sets” the table. Her husband is “just 
crazy about her.” My husband never so much as folds a 
napkin. He could not boil water without- burning it and if 


he set the table it would certainly be a sightefor gods and 
men.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Y WIFE and I after an uncomfortable 
week have agreed to lay our case 
before you and ask you to advise us. 
Do you think we ought to get a 
divorce’ or, because of the child, 

stick together as bést we can? 
While it may seem unmanly to discuss family 
affairs in public we have got to such a pass that 
I. have probably lost sense of some refinements. Qur rela-. 
tions have been so strained for’ a long time that if it were not 
for the child we -would have parted company without recourse to 
the courts. I do not want a divorce to marry again for I have 
had enough and I do not think my wife would ever want to 
marry again. 

Of course it seems strange to say so, after telling you thaf 
we have come to the point of divorce,’ but I do not believe either 
of us would be satisfied with any other mate. We were devoted 
lovers once and would be now if my wife had not imbibed a lot 
of foolish ideas which make our home unhappy. 

She loves our child, of course, but neglects her very muct, 
arguing that unless the child has responsibility she will not de 
velop “character.” I try to point out the dangers that this 
developement involves, as for instance: When the child comes 
home from school at 3 o’clock, finds her mother out shopping 
or calling and has to let herself in and amuse herself until 5:30 
or 6 when her mother returns, she might easily set fire to her- 
self’ or the house or get into other mischief. I am answered 
that she never gets into mischief and, of course, I know that is 
true, but you cannot tell when ‘an idea to-do some dangerous 
thing will pop into a child’s head. 

My wife’s clubs give her interests which I cannot share. She 
reads a great deal, writes papers to read in her clubs.and im- 
bibes ideas of “liberty” in many directions that cannot fail’ to 
be harmful. I do not expect her to lead a narrow life, but I 
do not want her to forget the sacred duties of wife, mother and 
home maker. 

Incidentally, she is extravagant. I want her to have every- 
thing we can afford, but her associates in those clubs are weal- 
thier than we are, they dress better or at least more expensively 
than she can afford. This makes her discontented: with clothes 
that her mother or my mother would have thought fit for a 
queen. Our mothers were farmers’ wives who cooked, washed 
and made the family clothes. My wife has a convenient flat, a . 
modern kitchen, and we buy all our own clothes. I do not ex- 
pect her to do anything but keep the home neat and prepare our 
meals. I would not permit her to do the family washing. But 
even this seems a hardship to her, She has to have a woman 
twice a week to clean the house; She hires a woman to do the 
little sewing that-she should find pleasure in doing; we have 
canned and bottled food because she says she “cannot be stewing 
in’ the kitchen all day.” 

In short she has grown away from all our traditions and 
from the wifely interest in our home which marked the first 
years of our married life. If we separate my income will not 
enable me to give her as much as she now has and I will be de- 
prived of the child. What would you do? HER HUSBAND.
